Your telegram is a threat. There is 


no office that would cause me to sub- 
mit to any such coercion. In the first 
place, Underwood's statement was hot 
correct—was untrue in several par- 
ticulars. Underwood 'now knows this; 
for he was at my home, yesterday 
(Sunday) with a representative of the 
United Press from Memphis, and the 
whole affair was gone over. Under- 
wood said so far as he was concerned, 
the matter 'was completely dropped. 
He has promised to make the correc- 
tions, .rshall never fall out with Un- 
derwood or anyone else when they 
state the truth, though the truth it- 
self might embarrass. I don't think 
newspaper men or anybody else 
have a license to misrepresent the 
facts—either purposely or. through a 
mere mistake. I take it'that Mr. Un- 
derwood was merely mistaken, and 
had no purpose of doing me an in- 
justice. 


I agree with you that the, beating up 


of any person who is doing no more 
than:seeking the plain facts is to be 
condemned.

Bodenhamer Dies* 


EL DORADO, Ark.—(^-O. L. Bo- 


denhamer, 40, former .national com- 
mander of the American' Legion,, died 
in a Shrevepbrt hospital Monday night 
of bums sustained 12 hours earlier in 
an explosion on his oil-wells proper- 
ty at Henderson, Texas. 


Although known especially for his 


activities in the American Legion, 
Bodenhamer had been, active in the 
Business and civic life of El Dorado 
ever since removing here from Texas 
following his discharge from the army 
in 1919. 
Born at Goldthwaite, Texas, he at- 


tended two Texas colleges—Howard 
Payne and Baylor. After graduation 
[rom Baylor he became a professor of 
English at San Marcos College in Tex- 
as and also acted as athletic coach 
there a short time; 
, 


Enlisting in the army. in 1917 as a 


private, he was commissioned an of- 
ficer shortly afterward and was dis- 
charged from the 19th Infantry in 
1919 with the rank of major. 


Major Bodenhamer opened a real 


estate office here in 1921, about the 
time the oil field here began devel- 
oping. Previously he had been en- 
gaged in the real estate business in 
Florida for a time after 
the war. 


Branching out in hi* real estate busi" 
ness, he became engaged in oil busi- 
ness here and in Texas and Okla- 
homa. 
, 
In 1928, El Doradoans voted Major 


Bodenhamer their "most useful citi- 
zen" and presented him with a silver 
loving cup. 
He served as president of the State 


Real Estate Commission, had been an 
honorary member ' of the state Tax 
Commission and held other honorary 
offices. 
Major Bodenhamer took active part 


in state affairs, but sought public of- 
fice only once. This was last year 
when he made the race for a United 
States Senate seat in the Democratic 
primary. He polled more than 60,000 
votes and finished second to Mrs. Hat- 
tie W Caraway, who succeeded her 
husband, the late Senator T. H Cara- 
way. Major Bodenhamer led the field 
of six men who opposed Mrs, Cara- 
w&y*

Tomato Crop Only 
Fraction This Year 


Cantaloupes, Cut in Half 


Also—But Prices Are 


Much Better 


The tomato crop in northern Hemp- 


stead county, was estimated Tuesday 
by M. L. Nelson, Blevins produce and 
truck dealer, as only one-fifth of nor- 
mal. 
'; 


The shortage this season, Mr. Nel- 


son explained, is due to a smaller 
amount of acreage. The drop in price 
last season caused many farmers of 
the Blevins area to let their land 
stand qut, or to plant a different crop. 


Two carloads of tomatoes have been 


shipped from Blevins. From 12 to 16 
more cars are expected to be shipped 
before the season closes, which will 
be about two weeks from now. 


Harvesting of the tomato crop start- 


ed last week. Farmers are receiving 
from two ,to three one-half cents per 
pound. 


The cantaloupe crop, grown more 


extensively than any other truck crop 
in northern Hempstead county,. will 
start moving about July 1. 
t 


While 352 carloads of cantaloupes 


were shipped out of Blevins last year, 
the crop this season as setimated by 
Mr. Nelson will be about one-half. 
The carload lots are shipped to many 
cities of the United States. 


Reduction in acreage, due partly to 


last season's prices of truck crops and 
partly to weather 
conditions 
this 


spring, was given as a reason by Mr. 
Nelson for his forecast. 


Mr, Nelson expressed the opinion 


that prices of this year's crop would 
show a substantial gain from that of 
last summer.

The train left at 9 and I fi- 
nally got him on it; but before we got 
away two men got into a fight and 
both were killed. One died in the

Tile next time 1 visited Hope was 


two years later. Our baseball crew 
came down to play Hope, and our 
pitcher and second baseman imme- 
diately begun to drink and possibly 
some of the others: When the game 
had been going a bit we all got into 
a fight. Well, when 18 or 20 men get 
into a scrap there is something; doing, 
We lost- the game. • I was the catcher 
—and caught is going and coming. 


'After the game was over out crewj 


turned loose .and when the train ar- 
rived at- 9 o'clock to take us home it 
was a job to get them loaded on, and 
it Was a still worse job getting; them 
loaded off when we got to our home 
town, quarrelsome, noisy, and sleepy. 


One of our fellows lived a mile out 


of town .and I decided his legs were! 
entirely too limber to try to navigate 
that distance,' so I herded him over to 
a hotel and finally got him to bed, 
paid his lodging bill and went home 
myself. Next day ..I met him on the 
streets, and do I remember the round- 
ing up he gave me for not taking him 
home? DO I? Yes. sir, I shall never 
forget it. 


And do our baseball teams and foot- 


ball teams in dry Arkansas get that 
way now? Not so you can tell it. 


Just remember we have no saloons. 
And was I sober? Certainly, a man 


can't get drunk if he, dont drink; and 
I made up my mind early I just would 
not drink. I have not changed it — 
bricklaying, railroading, roughing it 
generally, have made me all the more 
determined to never drink.

I remember the fir»t day 1 ever saw 


the town of Hope. It was in the fall 
of 1890, last day of the County Fair-* 
and was the town' full of folks? t 
should say it was. Several Mtloom 
Were doing a land-office businwss that 
day, and just to make it hum, gamb- 
ling was going on in all of thetn arid 
out on the streets, in many places. 


And the painted ladies? A plenty. 
1 was with a friend that intiMed he 


must drink beer and nothlnf but 
beer. He was about 19 years old. t 
was 20. The train left at 9 and I fi- 
nally got him on it; but before we got 
away two men got into a fight and 
both were killed. One died in the 
depot door, the father across the strett 


Tile next time 1 visited Hope was 


two years later. Our baseball crew 
came down to play Hope, and our 
pitcher and second baseman imme- 
diately begun to drink and possibly 
some of the others: When the game 
had been going a bit we all got into 
a fight. Well, when 18 or 20 men get 
into a scrap there is something; doing, 
We lost- the game. • I was the catcher 
—and caught is going and coming. 


'After the game was over our crewj 


turned loose .and when the train ar- 
rived at- 9 o'clock to take us home it 
was a job to get them loaded on, and 
it Was a still worse job getting; them 
loaded off when we got to our home 
town, quarrelsome, noisy, and sleepy. 


One of our fellows lived a mile out 


of town .and I decided his legs were! 
entirely too limber to try to navigate 
that distance,' so I herded him over to 
a hotel and finally got him to bed, 
paid his lodging bill and went home 
myself. Next day ..I met him on the 
streets, and do I remember the round- 
ing up he gave me for not taking him 
home? DO I? Yes. sir, I shall never 
forget it. 


And do our baseball teams and foot- 


ball teams in dry Arkansas get that 
way now? Not so you can tell it. 


Just remember we have no saloons. 
And was I sober? Certainly, a man 


can't get drunk if he, dont drink; and 
I made up my mind early I just would 
not drink. I have not changed it — 
bricklaying, railroading, roughing it 
generally, have made me all the more 
determined to never drink.

Nationalists were his allies; but now 
he no longer needs them as he has a 
Reichstag majority without them and 
has effectively nullified the power 
of the legislature.

Alarm Is Given 


During the robbery a man passing 


the bank became-suspicious, but in- 
stead of walking across the street to 
sound an alarm, he continued safely 
for another block before reaching a 
telephone to notify officers. 


Bank officials at 2 o'clock Wednes- 


day afternoon refused to estimate the 
amount of loot taken in the robbery 


All the robbers were described as 


tough-looking men. One was a large 
man, weighing over 200 pounds, Book- 
teeper Steele said. 


Officers in surrounding towns were 


notified, and a close watch was be- 
ing maintained on all highways lead- 
ing south of'Camden.

Held in Hope Jail 


Sheriff Morrison, of Rison, 


Returned Them From 


Tyler, Texas 


Curtis Duke and Marvin 


Tate, identified as two of five 
men who terrorized the town 
of Rison, Ark., two weeks ago, 
kidnaping three, one a deputy 
sheriff, were held in the Hope 
city jail over Tuesday night. 


Sheriff Morrison, of 
Rison, ;md 


three heavily-armed deputies stopped 
here Tuesday night with Duke and 
Tate, who had been captured in Tyler, 
Texas.< 


The two prisoners, aged 25 to 30, 


were placed .in cells on the top deck 
of thq jail. An armed guard kept 
vigil over them during the night, 


Deputy Sheriff W. A. Fore, who was 


kidnaped at Rison, were among the 
officers. He identified the two pris- 
oners as his abductors after looking 
them over in the Tyler jail. 


Extradition Obtained 


Duke, who has a police record at 


Tyjer, refused to waive extradition 
to Arkansas. Upon the arrival of re- 
quisition papers at Tyler from Gov- 
ernor Futrell for the return of Tate 
and Duke, the two were released to 
Rison officers. 


A band of heavily-armed men drove 


into the town of Rison in the dead of 
night about. two weeks ago and at- 
tempted to loot the town, kidnaping 
three men in an effort to clear the 
streets in order that they might not 
be disturbed while making their haul. 


An alarm was given. The town's 


lights were turned on and an armed 
guard of citizens patrolled the streets 
following the kidnaping. 


Had Kidnaped Officer 


Deputy Fore and his companions 


were taken into a section of woods 
near Rison, held captive by one guard 
while the other robbers returned to 
Rison. 


Finding their plans blocked the 


looters soon returned, piled the cap- 
tives into a car bearing an Oklahoma 
license and released them near Pine 
Bluff when officers of that city spot- 
ted them as they passed in a car. 


The officers picked up Fore and 


his companions, and chased the loot- 
ers, but were outdistanced. 


A few days later three of the loot- 


ers were captured. They are now held 
in jail at Pine Bluff. 


Officers continued their search, and 


picked up the trail of Duke and Tate, 
which had led to Tyler, Texas, where 
the two were captured. 


The officers left here at 7 Wed- 


nesday morning, returning their pris- 
oners to Rison.

14 Straight Victories

Two more states—Connecticut and 


New Hampshire—Tuesday were joined 
in the' repeal march, while almost 
complete returns from' the,:hitherto 
dry-voting state of Iowa showed the 
anti-prohibitionists so far ahead as to 
indicate almost certain victory. 


Placed in the doubtful column at 


the start of the balloting, Iowa emerg- 
ed early Wednesday with a substan- 
tial majority in favor of removing the 
Eighteenth amendment from the con- 
stitution. 


With most of the Iowa precincts 


heard from, the repealists were lead- 
ing by 364,473 to 239,858. Since those 
opposed to prohibition had 
gained 


steadily with each new return, .there 
appeared little possibility that this lead 
of nearly 125,000 could be overturned. 


Should the final official vote carry 


out this lead, the 14 states to vote 
thus far would stand in a straight line 
for abolishing prohibition. 


There was no doubt from the out- 


set as to the result in the other two 
states 
which recorded themselves 


Tuesday. Connecticut in landslide 
fashion rolled up a six-to-one majority 
for repeal, virtually assuring a con- 
vention July U at which 50 anti-pro- 
hibition delegates will sit unopposed. 


In New Hampshire, with only a few 


scattered towns still to be heard from 
the opponents of prohibition had swept 
the state by a more than two-to-one 
majority, rolling up a vite of 64,185 to 
27,124. 


States to vote previously were; 


Michigan," Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, 
New York, Nevada, New Jersey, Mas- 
sachusetts, Wyoming, Rhode Island 
and Delaware, all of which gave size- 
able majorities to repeal delegates.
